CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. . 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 
February ; the French mail from London Jan. 1 was received 
on the 17th February. 
The Courier has the following :-— 


We learn that the report of the commissioners recently re- 
turned from Cuba, whither they had gone to inquire into the 
condition of the Chinese coolies, is being printed at the Peking 
University Press. It is said that the report is highly unfavour- 
able to the Cuban authorities. ; 

It is rumoured that negotiations are being entered into for the 
amalgamation of the Hongkew Wharf Company and Hunt and 
Heard’s Wharf Company. We hope they may be brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion, as it would assuredly be for the advantage 
of those interested in the now rival companies. 

An incident, which might have resulted in a serious collision, 
occurred in the river on the 10th Feb. The P. and O. screw- 
steamer eg was coming up on the top of a very strong 
flood, and had let go her anchor, when in swinging round the 
chain parted, and we understand that there was much peril that 
she would collide dangerously with the Jchang, or A ppin, or both. 
As it was, she carried away Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co.’s buoy ; but we have not heard that any worse consequences 
ensued. 

The minutes of the meeting of the Museum Committee pro 
mise well, at least for the ornithological section. No less sha 
fifty-nine gentlemen have contributed under this head during 
the past two months, 

e learn from the minutes of the French Municipal Council 
that an iron bridge is ready for erection over the Yang-king- 
pang, at the end of Honan-road. In regard to the question of 
encroachment on that creek, the Council adheres to the position 
it took up in 1872. Before drawing up its budget for 1875-6, 
the Council wishes to ascertain from the Council on the North 
Yang-king-pang, whether it adheres to its decision to discontinue 
the equal partition of the revenue from wheelbarrows. 

At a meeting of the Municipal Council permission was given 
to the China Merchants S. N. Company to erect a line of tele- 

h between their office in Hankow-road and their godowns 
in Hongkew. If the Chinese can appreciate a line of tele h 
in the settlement, why do they object to one elsewhere ? e 
are glad to find that a drill sergeant for the Volunteers is to be 
procured from Hong Kong. The Harbour-master suggests cer- 
tain new fire signals in case of fire amongst ships in harbour. 
The Council fear this would unnecessarily complicate signals, as 
the Municipal Fire Department is not in a position to render 
assistance to ships in the stream. All municipal officers are to 
be allowed nine months’ leave, after five years’ service. 

The accounts of the Shanghai Race dub for the year 1874 
show a balance in hand of Tis. 2,643, besides some Tls. 230 of 
dependency. 

% fire has occurred in Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Co.’s ane- 
tion rooms, in Kiangsi-road. These and their contents were 
completely destroyed. 

An inquiry has been held into the circumstances of the 
late riot near Kungwang, and the affair was satisfactorily set- 
tled. The proceedings were quite informal, the object being 
rather to prevent further annoyance than to give official pro- 
minence to what has passed. This object seems to have been at- 
tained ; the names of the offenders are registered, and they will 
be held responsible in case of any further disturbancesa—respon- 
sible not only for the past or any future misdeeds of their o 
but for the possible misdeeds of othere—which they are bound 
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over to prevent. The old lady specially, as the worst culprit— 
ahe having got up the disturbance—is held security for the peace 
of the aeiehbouchodd. 

A case was tried on the same day before Sir E. Hornby, in 
which a Chinese named Fan Tsiang-chi sought to recover $3,000 
damages for an alleged libel against him published in the Wu- 
pao. The paragraph alleged that the plaintiff had been smoking 
opium in a certain shop with a friend, and had no money to pay 
for it ; that he offered his trousers in pledyve, but the shopman 
refused to take them, and a row ensued. The paragraph added 
that Fan had formerly been in the employ of the C.M.S.N. Co., 
but had been dismissed ; and went on to point a moral about 
the vicious and degrading tendency of opium generally. His 
Lordship held that the paragraph was libellous, but that no 
specific damages had been proved. He gave judgment for $50, 
to carry costs. 

Captain Sack, of the British ship Star of Jumaica, has been 
tried on the unusual charge of concealing and employing two 
able seamen of H.M.S. Shearwater, knowing them to be deserters. 
The prosecution was instigated by a seaman of the Star of Ja- 
maica, named Carroll, who had been summoned by Captain 
Sack for refusal of duty, for which he had been sentenced to im- 
prisonment. The witnesses called had also been summoned 
and punished for a similar offence. The case was dismissed, be- 
cause it could not be legallv proved that the two men (who were 
landed at Freemantle) were borne on the books of any ship in 
the Royal Navy, or were deserters therefrom. 

We publish elsewhere a letter which Mr. T. T. Cooper has 
lately written to the Shanshai Chamber of Commerce, about 
the trade of Western China. He contends that the natural 
course of this trade is down the Yangtaze ; and that the energy, 
therefore, which is being expended on opening up a trade route 
between Burmah and Western China would be better em ployed 
in opening up the towns on the Upper Yangtsze to intercourse 
with Shanghai. The endeavour to open up a trade across Bur- 
mah is all right, so far as it goes; but more might be done from 
the opposite direction ; and if Home Chambers of Commerce can 
devote so much energy, and the Indian Governmeut s0 much 
money and enterprise, towards opening up this new trade for 
Rangoon, surely some energy and some money might be made 
available towards extending the far more capable trade through 
Shanghai. He urges, therefore, that the Shanghai Chamber 
should try to persuade the Home Chambers to this effect. Mr. 
Cooper a'so calls attention to the fact that trade in salt is per- 
mitted between Burmah and Yunnan, whereas the import of 
salt is forbidden into Eastern China, 

The Pacitic Mail and the Mitzu Bishi Steamship Companies 
seem about to enter on a very profitable career of opposition. 
The P. M.S. Company have advertised a considerably-reduced 
schedule of charges to Japan, both for passengera and cargo ; 
and the Japanese Company followed next morning with a scale 
varying from 20 to 50 per cent. below their rivals. If the 
chief abies of steamship companies is to deplete each other’s 

kets for the benetit of the public, the P. M. S. and the Mitzu 
ishi promise to succeed. 

The depressed view which we have several times lately ex- 
pressed of Chinese finance is confirmed by the memorial of Cen- 
sor Hu Ting-K wei, in the Gucette of the 18th Jan. The Censor 
points out that the ordinary revenue showed a large surplus over 
expenditure in the reigns of Kienlung and Kiaking, and even 
left a considerable margin, notwithstanding extraordinary ex- 
penses, during the reign of Tao-kwang ; whereas the finances 
are embarrassed now, although the revenue has been largely aug- 
mented by extraordinary taxation. The disbandment of the 
irregular soldiery is pointed to as a remedy, and a roving com- 
mission for this purpose is advocated. There can be no doubt 
these irregular troops are a great drain, less probably in actual 
cost than in the peculation to which they give rise. There is, 
however, another side of the question, still more serious ; the Go- 
vernment exactions choke trade in its efforts to recover from the 
effects of the rebellions that these irregularjlevies have been 
raised to repress and kill the revenue which they are intended 
to augment. 





FOOCHOW. 
The following is from the Foochow Herald of the 18th Feb. :— 


The “mob,” so long kept under orders by their superiors, 
have at last been let Toone upon the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company’s property—in Violation of decency and international 
rights. In all civilised countries the wishes of the Government 
are enforced by an organised body of police or military, but in 
China it seems to be the custom, whenever the occasion arises, 
to employ a mob against foreigners and foreign property. The 
reason why this course is pursued in preference to the more 
legitimate one is obvious enough. In the event of an “expla- 
nation” being demanded by the foreign Government, what more 
easy than to ascribe the “ disagreeable affair,” &c., to the uncon- 
trollable fury of “the people.” This was urged in extenuation 
of the Tientsin massacre, and, we regret to add, with a fair 
amount of success. The plea is plausible. 

On the 12th Feb. one of these ebullitions of “ patriotic” 
fervour took place, The object of attack was a watch-house be- 
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longing to the Great Northern Telegraph Company, built on 
ground purchased by them in Sontornity not only with the 
terms of the concession granted to them, but also with a special 
clause inthe Danish treaty. Three of these houses were built 
on ground purchased by the company—at intervals of ten miles. 
All these houses contained property belonging to the company ; 
they were looted, the European and Native employés driven 
therefrom ; and finally the buildings were demolished. The 
portion of the line already constructed was pulled down, and the 
wire, poles, &c., stolen by the mob, who declared, we are in- 
formed, that the authorities had given permission to them to 
take whatever they could lay hands on. Fortunately there 
was no loss of life on either side, but this is rach owing, we 
think, to the praiseworthy forbearance displayed by the o- 
peans—all of whom were well armed.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 25th February ; 


no later*mail from London had been received since the 16th 
Feb. The following items of intelligence are from the Hong 
Kong Day Press :— 


A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 23rd 
Feb. Present :—Hons. Sir J. Smale, Chief Justice; J. G. 
Austin, Colonial Secretary ; J. Bramston, Attorney-General ; C. 
C. Smith, Colonial Treasurer ; W. H. Alexander, P. Ryrie, J. 
Whittall, H. Lowcock. In the absence of his Excellency the 
Governor, t':> Chief Justice took the chair, who, before proceed- 
ing to the urdinary business of the diay, expressed his regret at 
the loss of so old and valuable a member of the Council as Mr. 
d’Almada e Castro. After relating the services of the deceased 
during his term of office, the following resolution was passed, 
which was forwarded to the widow :—“That this Council 
greatly regrets the death of Leonardo d'Almada e Castro, Esq., 
the oldest public servant in this colony, who having, in 1836, 
entered the service of the Crown in the office of the Superin- 
tendency of British trade in China, has, since May, 1847, been 
Olerk uf the Cuuncils, and First Clerk in the office of the 
Colonial Secretary. This Council cordially records its high esti- 
mate of his public services in these important offices, the duties 
of which he has discharged faithfully and with great ability, 
assiduity, and discretion, and, expressing its appreciation of the 
private worth of the deceased, it offers its condolence to his 
widow and family.” The Coionial Secretary then proposed that 
a monthly payment of $10) be granted to Mrs. d’Almada, and 
$50 be granted to hisdaughter for their lives, which was seconded, 
and carried unanimously. . 

The Chief Justice then proposed the first reading of an Ordi- 
nance entitled, “An Ordinance enacted by the Governor of 
Hong Kong, with the advice of the Legislative Council thereof, 
to render personation with intent to deprive any person of any 
property felony.” The statement of objects and reasons is as 
follows :—“ This Ordinance is a transcript of a recent Act of the 
Imperial Parliament, 37 and 38 Vic., cap. 36. It simplifies the 
mode of proceeding in cases of fraudulent personation, and in- 
creases the punishment on conviction. The only difference be- 
tween this Ordinance and the Imperial Act is in the minimum 
of penal servitude—the Act fixes it at tive years, and the maxi- 
mum of imprisonment at two years, with nothing between ; the 
Ordinance proposes the same scale of punishment as for other 
felonies.” The Ordinance was accordingly read a first time. 

The Chief Justice then proposed the first reading of an Ordi- 
nance entitled, “An Ordinance enacted bythe Governor of Hong 
Kong, with the advice of the Legislative Council thereof, to pro- 
vide means for enforcing good order and discipline in the police 
force employed in the Royal Naval Yard.” 

The Attorney-General gave the statement of objects and 
reasons as follows :—“ This Ordinance is intreduced at the re- 
quest of the Naval Authorities, who are about to renew the en- 

agements entered into with the police employed at the Naval 
Tard, and desire to have the power of enforcing discipline as 
here provided. The second section gives to the officer in charge 
of the yard similar powers to those of the Captain Superinten- 
dent in respect of the Colonial police force ; and the third sec- 
tion, which is almost a transcript of a Section in the Police Act, 
subjects the members of the force to the same penalties as the 
Colonial police are liable to for neglect of duty or other miscon- 
duct.” The Ordinance was read a first time. a 

An esteemed correspondent in Formosa, on the authenticity of 
whose information we can implicitly rely, sends us word of a 
disastrous affray between the natives of that island and Chinese 
soldiers, in which the latter sustained a very serious loss. It 
seems that on or about the 12th inst. a body of Chinese troops 
was attacked by a large force of these savages in the neighbour- 
hood of Hong Kong, a small village on the coast, a short dis- 
tance to the north of Langkiaou. A mandarin and upwards of 
two hundred Chinese soldiers were killed, and a large number 
wounded. The exact circumstances under which the attack was 
made, and the motives for it, are not yet known. Doubtless 
measures will speedily be taken to avenge the loss, and retrieve 
the disaster. 

The report of the Captain Superintendent of Police shows a 
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satisfactory decrease of crime in the colony. Captain Deane 
refers at some length to the Spark piracy, and complains of 
the difficulty experienced in getting testimony in the case, and 
puts it down to the indifference of the passengers. He remarks 
that since the cessation of the emigration of Chinese coolies from 
Macao the number of cases of ‘kidnapping of that class has 
greatly diminished, 

It appears from the report of the master, Mr. Alexander Fal- 
coner, that the attendance at the Police School is both large and 
regular, and additional assistance is required. ‘The appreciation 
of the benefits of the schoo] shown by the Chinese constables is 
so marked that Mr. Falconer suggests that, if possible, the school 
days for Chinese constables be increased to three days a week. 
Four quarterly examinations for Europeans have tbeen held 
during the year, and thirty-six have obtained certificates exempt- 
ing from school. Some of the men have obtained nearly all the 
education they possess from the school. The master has renewed 
hopes of again starting the Anglo-Chinese class, as he has now 
more time to devote to such a class, owing to the constables 
having nearly all secured pass certiticates, 

The British ship Atlantic, which anchored some distance off 
Green Island, sailed into port for the purpose of docking. She left 
this port for Vancouver’s Island, but while making the passage 
she went on shore on the southernmost island of the Madjicose- 
mah group. On floating again, she put back on the 16th Feb. 

There was a large number of visitors at the Flower Show, 
and the exhibition has, on the whole, passed off very suczess- 
jee The first prize for table decorations was taken by Mrs.

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Mr. Kingsmill, who was received with applause, said he 
had given notice to the Board of Directors of his inten- 
tion at the present meeting to put several questions. He 
thought it only right he should give notice ; it was not right 
to start questions suddenly at a meeting, but when notice 
was given they could be properly considered, and the replies 
framed. He was happy to say the Chairman had in his 
opening address anticipated some of the questions. To some of 
them he had given replies which were thoroughly satisfac- 
tory, to others replies not quite so satisfactory, but to none 
were the replies wholly unsatisfactory. (Hear, hear.) They 
were, at all events, answered. Amongst the questions he 
was going to ask was one about their three “ bug-bears,” 
as they might be called—the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company, 
the Retinery, and the Pier Company. The summary just read, 
however, rendered it unnecessary, and he quite coincided 
with the policy of the directors in putting their statement 
of those affairs in a tabulated form. But beyond these 
there were other questions not answered by the Chairman 
in his statement to which he wished to refer. As regarded 
Mr. Vacher, the one blunder made regarding him was the 
overweening confidence placed in him by’ the directors. 
He hal known Mr. Vacher in China, and knew that he had 
a character for uprightness and ability, and he would not 
have been surprised at individuals trusting in him. But he 
was surprised at the Board having put such trust in him; 
and they had fully verified the truth of overtrust not being 
good policy. Still the Chairman’s explanation had gonea good 
way towards clearing up that point. He (Mr. K.) understood 
the Chairman to say, that, with slight exceptions, the former 
losses at home were distinct from the losses they were now called 
upon to mect, and which the directors had at the time of the last 
meeting no reason to believe would turn out to be losses. But 
it seemed that the directors were cognisant of the transactions 
into which Mr. Vacher entered. He therefore wished to know 
whether, comparing the two last reports with what had just been 
said, he was to understand that these transactions of Mr. Vacher 
which were taken into account—consisting of investments in 
Spanish bonds and South American railways,—had realised 
their amount with the exception of some £1,700; ve, that the 
real luss now ascertained was £1,700 or £1,800 on transactions 
known at the last mecting ? 

Some further questions were put and answered by the direc- 
tors, and on the proposition of Mr. Kingsmill the report of the 
directors, which will be found in another column, was duly paased. 

Direcrors.—Mr. Cordes then moved the confirmation of the 
apppointment of Mr. F. D. Sassoon as director. 

Mr. Chater seconded.—Carried. 

Mr. Hoppius moved the appointment of Mr. A. André and 
Mr. A. F. Heard to the Court of Directors. 

Mr. Linstead seconded. 

The proposition was agreed to, 

AupiTors.—The Chairman moved that the Hon P. Ryrie and 
Mr. Mitchell be re-elected auditors for the year 1875. 

Mr. Burrows seconded.—Carried. 

Mr. May said he had some hesitation in rising to speak. But 
what he had to say was a very simple matter ; of the first point 
he had to notice, part had reference to the feelings of the directors. 
The Chairman and other gentlemen had placed their hands to 
the plough, and although the furrows were not always straight 
(possibly because of the obstinacy of the horses they employed, 
such as the Pier, Sugar Company, &c.), they were marvellously 
deep. In the old days, when everything was flourishing, an in- 
vestment in the shares of the Hong Kong and Shanzhai Bank 
was looked upon as the safest possible investment both for busi- 
ness people and for widows and orphans. Now as regarded these 
latter a considerable amount of precaution should have been used 
before their money was jeopardised. Owing to the recent losses 
Many now were in the greatest distress, and many more, who 
were not suffering, were nevertheless put to the greatest incon- 
venience. You say that hard times and the great depression of 
business accounts for them. But it was a fact that people said 
some members of the Board were too anxious for the loaves and 
fishes. (Applause.) He did not desire to use language offensive 
to individuals, but it was impossible to convey an idea of the 
widespread suffering caused by the present state of affairs with- 
out using the language he did. Now this presented an opportunity 
tothe directorsto show theirsympathy for those who suffered under 
their direction, if not by their fault. Theycould say, “‘ We volun- 
tarily and of our own desire (but not without the suggestion 
being given to us at a public meeting) will give up the moiety 
of our remuneration for the good of the bank funds.” Many 
would recall the time when our merchant princes showed un- 
bounded liberality. A time had now come when there was an 
urgent necessity for stern economy. This applies to all around 
us, and why not to us? This was what the directors might and 
he felt sure would say ; and he therefore begged to propose the 
following resolution :—That in consideration of the altered state 
of mercantile affairs in China the remuneration to the directors 
should be reduced from $20,000 to $10,000 a-year, dating from 
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lst January last. (Loud applause. ; 
. Hayllar pointed out that this was a meeting to discuss 
the report only, and the deed of settlement required two days’ 
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notice to be given of any special motion. Even, therefore, if 
the meeting accepted Mr. May’s resolution, it would be informal. 

After some discussion, it was resolved to leave the matter in 
the hands of the directors.

IMPORTS. 


Yoxouama.—Business in all descriptions of goods, excepting Yarn, 
had been very limited ; stocks of this staple were quite exhausted, and 
all arrivals not previously contracted for had been readily saleable. In 
Shirtings there had been little doing. The inquiry for Turkey Reds 
had been maintained, whilst Velvets and Victoria Lawns had continued 
saleable. Plain Orleans had somewhat improved, and best qualities of 
Italian Cloth had continued in demand. | Mousselines-de-laine were 
still in request, but rates closed with a weaker tendency. Metals had 
been very quiet, and business had been limited to small lots of suit- 
able bars and assorted nail rods. Raw Cotton was quiet, and stocks 
were in excess of the demand. 

TIeENTSIN.— Market closed for the holidays. 

Krugtanc.—Market improving, and an increase in business expected. 

Hankow.—Business had not been resumed since the holidays. 

SHanoHal.—“ Settling time”’ had passed over very quietly, only one 
Piece Goods Hong having proved unable to meet its liabilities. Busi- 
ness, stimulated by a demand from Japan, where the Western Calendar 
is now observed, had commenced rather earlier that usual. The in- 
quiry embraced 15 lb. English Drills, Turkey Red Shirtings, Velvets, 
Chintzes, Plain black Lustres, black Lastings, and common 8} lb. Grey 
Shirtings, and transactions in each article, saving assorted Chintzes, 
had been entered into by the Japanese deulers, principally for the 
Nagasaki and Kobe markets. Buying had been confined to low priced 
qualities, such as Drills, Dragon chop, costing under Ts. 2.40 per piece, 
of which the stock appears to be very light ; 2} to 24 lb. Turkey Reds 
from Tls. 1.70 to 1.77 per piece; 22-in. black Velvets at Tls. 0.18 to 
0.184 per yard; Plain black Lustres at Tis. 3.90 per piece ; Black 
Lastings at Tls. 10 to 104 per piece ; and 8} lb. Grey Shirtings at from 
Tls. 1.60 to 1.64 per piece. For Chinese consumption, English Jeans 
had been bought toa very large extent at Tls. 1.84 to 1.86 per piece, 
and buyers were not yet satisfied. The unsold stock of Jeans was much re- 
duced, and the market wore astrengthening aspect. Heavy Grey Shirt- 
ings likewise had been fairly settled ‘‘to arrive’ on the basis of ‘I'ls. 2.60 

r piece for Dewhurst’s Eagleand Ta-wo Stag chops ; and 81b. T-Cloths 

d also been extensively taken. The Jeans were destined for Tient- 
sin. The Heavy Shirtings had been bought in anticipation of the spring 
business, and the T-Cloths would be distributed partly local and partly 
throughout the districts of the Upper Yangtsze. Grey Shirtings : 84- 
lbs., beyond those taken for Japan, barely 6,000 pieces, and those prin- 
cipally Dewhurst Eagles had been sold. These goods maintained their 
position, and commanded full rates, the prices realised ‘being Tls. 1.90 
to 1.92 per piece. Only one small sale of common 7-lbs. at Tls. 1.38 
reported, and about 4,000 pieces badly mildewed at Tis. 1.24 per piece 
was the sum of the business in 6-lbs. T-Cloths: 6-lbs., Mexicans in 
good inquiry, but scarcely any on hand. Common 7-lbs., owing to 
scarcity, showed a stronger market, and a fairly clean 14 to 15 count 
commanded Tls. 1.20 per piece. Woollens: Scarlet colours of Camlets, 
and of Long Ells more especially, had fully recovered their late decline ; 
C.P.H. of the later fabric having been sold within the week at Tls. 7.30 
per piece. Gentian Spanish Stripes had likewise been in better favour ; 
H.H. and C.P.H. qualities having realised respectively Tls. 0.67 and 
0.60 ‘per yard. The only other transactions in Woollens had been a 
few Black Lastings, very good, at Tls. 11.70 per piece. 

Foocnow.—There had been no sales of piece goods. Lead was quoted 
at $8.50 per picul, cash, with no sellers. 

ManiLa.—There had been no improvement in the market for Plain 
Staples, which continued extremely quiet, and values of some descrip- 
tions had given way. Coloured goods were in rather less inquiry. 

Saicon.—Piece Goods had a little improved in consequence of the 
increased rates on the Singapore market, and quotations were as fol- 
lows :—Grey Shirtings, 8}lbs., $2.28 per piece; do., 7 Ibs., $1.90 ;

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Manca 381. 

The Minister of the War Department, General Weitzel, has, after his 
last hot Parliamentary battle, given another sign of life, or rather of 
resurrection. He has laid before the Chamber an important Bill to in- 
crease the strength of our militia force, without, as he states, over- 
burdening the people with military service. The maximum strength 
he proposes to fix at 67,500 men, and the annual contingent at 18,500 
men. To obtain this number it is proposed to restrict the conditions 
upon which young men are now relieved from military service. In- 
atead of only sons being exempt unconditionally, they will henceforth 
be liable unless they are at the same time the only child, or the only 
son of a poor widow. When there is an even number of brothers in a 
family, half their number are liable to service ; and when the number 
is odd, the majority are to serve. Young soldiers who oan pass an 
examination as to their ability for service will enjoy certain privileges 
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in the barracks. Substitutes older than twenty-five years will not be 
accepted. The time of service is fixed at twelve months, but good con- 
duct may lessen this period by three months. It is further stipulated 
that the naval militia shall be, in time of peace, at the disposal of the 
Government either at home or in the colonies ; but in the latter only 
for six months. These are the principal stipulations, which, according 
to the Minister, will not impose a heavy burden on the people, but at 
the same time, it will be observed that the unjust system of substi- 
tution is maintained, so that the rich will still be enabled to make their 
sons free of service by a small outlay. It would have been more rational 
if the present law had been altered so as to make every one liable to the 
obligatory service. The Bill is only a half measure. It is now doubtful 
whether the Minister of the War Department will resign or not. The 
Conservatives assert that he will remain in office, because no one else 
can be found willing to accept the portfolio. In military circles, how- 
ever, it is asserted that Mr. de Roo van Alderwerlt is the coming man, 
and the only one capable of fulfilling the duties of the department, and 
.of neutralising the influence of the Secretary-General, Mr. Hardenberg— 
the omnes homo of many successive Ministers—because he (de Roo) can 
do without his aid and assistance. 

The section report upon the Bill to alter our election law was pub- 
lished some days ago. It has met with much opposition, especially 
as regards the clauses affecting Amsterdam. Mr. Heemskerk will have 
to give up his plan to extinguish, or rather to counteract, the liberal 
element in the capital; if he would avoid having his Bill rejected in 
toto. Everything foretells that there will be a very tough election- 
struggle in June, when one-half of the members of the Second 
Chamber must undergo the test of re-election. The members will 
enjoy only a very short Easter recess, and will meet early next month 
and if they show the same activity as they did before the holidays a 
good deal of work may be done, at any rate when the labours in the 
sections are accomplished. I have told you already that the main 
question of policy at the elections will be lower class education, and it 
is asserted—and I don’t think the report improbable—that the Minister 
Heemskerk intends to make his peace with the clericals, both Catholic 
and Protestant, by laying before the Chamber a Bill to introduce the 
“restitution-system.”’ Already the leading Liberal papers are op- 
posing such a source of action, which in a certain sense would give a 
fatal blow to our neutral education system. 

The export of horses to France has of late been very extensive, and 
high prices have been paid for them. Some papers demonstrate that it 
will be necessary to forbid the export, in order that we might not to be 
involved in difficulties as regards the requirements of our own army. 

The King has approved of the appointment of Mr. G. Suyckerbuyck 
as Vice-Consul for Belgium at Batavia, and has granted a pension to 
the ex-Minister of the Naval Department, Mr. L. G. Brocx, of £.4,000 
a year. 

Some months ago a committee was appointed to examine the means 
by which our mercantile navy could be revived. Their report is in the 
main as follows :—Abolition of import duties on shipbuilding materials; 
protection of Dutch industry as regards our navy; international ton- 
nage measurement ; rendering our sailors free from military service ; 
improvement and extension of the Consular service abroad; enlargement 
of the waterways of our large commercial cities ; abolition of all the 
tonnage and fire duties, and of the Government monopoly of pilotage ; 
subsidising Dutch steamers carrying mails; creating a special Ministe- 
rial Department for trade and shipping; establishing free harbours, 
&c., &c. 

Mr. E. J. Brill, of Leiden, will shortly publish part of a Japanese 
Encyclopedia in the native language, with a French translation. The 
author is Mr. L. Serrurier, a law student, who has for some years 
studied the Japanese language. The Japan characters, in which the 
book will be printed, are, it is said, excellent. This is the second 


Japanese book which has been printed in Holland. The first contained 


the treaties which were concluded between Japan and the Continental |

PRODUCE MARKETS. 
The market for Colonial Produce has remained very quiet. There 
is a8 yet no sign of a revival of trade. Prices are generally well main- 
tained. 


CoFFEE.—The result of the last Trading Company's auction has 
been received with much satisfaction abroad. There is a good demand 
for several numbers, and the general opinion is that business will soon 
improve, the trade being very badly provided. Some lots of private 
import have been sold at satisfactory prices. 

Tea is very firm. A lively demand prevails for the green sorts from 
the last auction of Java, and an important advance in prices is quoted. 

Suaar.—The market has not improved, notwithstanding that the 
prices for refined have advanced. The nominal quotation is f.24 to £.3 
under November value.

A SUBMARINE RAILWAY BOAT. 

At the present moment every kind of scheme is being proposed to 
avert the horrors of sea-sickness experienced while crossing the Straits 
of Dover. Some propose to construct boats large enough to convey a 
whole railway train ; others steamers on various plans, to be beyond 
the. disturbance of the winds and waves. Some propose to build a 
bridge over the Channel ; and others, whose scheme appears to be just 
now most in favour, to drive atunnel underneath it. Among the plans 
proposed one which was first brought forward in 1869, and is now 
again placed before the public, is to lay a railway in the bottom of the 
wea, by means uf which a submarine railway boat is to be conveyed 
from one side to theother. Theinventor, Dr. J. M. A. Lacomme, pro- 
poses to lay down across the bed of the Channel a railway to carry two 

of galvanised iron rails, along which it is proposed to run chariots 
or platforms also of galvanised iron. On this chariot is to be placed, 
secured by strong screws worked from the inside, a large boat, which 
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if unsecured, would rise of itself to the surface ; by this arrangement 
the weight to be drawn will be rendered extremely trifling, it being 
possible so to adjust it as to be no more than sufficient to keep the 
car on the raila, that is to say, suppose the boat to have an ascending 
force in the water amounting to two tons, the car weighing three 
tons, will keep it on the rails by the weight of one ton, which will be a 
small amount to propel. The boat is to be constructed of galvanised 
iron and hermetically sealed, and it is proposed to light both the inside 
and the line before the boat by an electric light placed in the bow of 
the vessel. At the stern is a large tube, the mouth of which is down- 
wards, through which a man in a diving dress can descend, if need be, 
at any moment. The boat is to be propelled by means of screws at the 
bow and stern, worked by engines, the motive power being compressed 
air. This air, of which a sufficient supply is to be conveyed for the 
journey, will, when released from the engines, be conveyed into the 
cabin for the supply of the passengers. On the top of the boat is placed 
a float, which may be released at any moment from the inside, and is 
furnished with tubes of sufficient length to reach from the deepest part 
of the Channel to the surface; these tubes are furnished with ball 
cocks, so that they will not open till above the surface, and through 
them a fresh supply of air can be procured if it should happen from 
any accident to be needed. 

A submarine station is proposed, which would be similar to the boat, 
and if any difficulty were to occur the boat might be liberated from the 
car, and then rising in a few seconds to the surface could proceed into 
port like an ordinary steamer. The inventor calculates that the transit 
beneath the Channel may be made in an hour, and he gives close calcu- 
lations of the air required for 100 passengers, showing how the quan- 
tity for them and for the engines can rapidly be stored (compressed) in 
reservoirs within the boat. Provision is also made by ingenious ar- 
rangements for getting rid of the vitiated air, and it may be said, in 
fact, that his scheme appears to be, theoretically, complete. As has 
been previously observed, however, the success of his plan can only be 
shown by working it out practically. 





THE WesTeRN CuHina Expepition.—The Pall Mall on this question 
says :—With the Burmese King on the one side and the Peking Go- 
vernment on the other, each willing to shuffle off all responsibility on 
wild border tribes, owing a very doubtful allegiance to either, what 
satisfaction can be expected? At best an offer of money indemnity to 
the relatives of those who have been killed, and same kind of diploma- 
tic formula of regret, with perhaps the illusory punishment of some 
inferior official. That ought not to suffice ; nor should we lose a great 
opportunity of placing important interests which have been too long 
allowed to be in abeyance on a satisfactory footing, nor should we, by 
acquiescing in repulse and injury, bring the English Power into con- 
tempt not only among Asiatics but Europeans. It is not a question of 
war, however, we are happy to think, but of resolution and firmness. 
The time has arrived when we may fitly insist upon the removal of hos- 
tile restrictions on our intercourse and trade with a friendly Power. 
They cannot be defended in principle, and should not be permitted to 
exist in practice. The Chinese Government should be convinced of 
our determination no longer to submit to the obstructive policy hither- 
to adopted, and of the necessity of renouncing it withoutdelay. When 
the official news of the attack on the party of Colonel Browne reached 
Peking (as we learn by a telegram from Shanghai received a few 
days ago) it excited a feeling of anxiety and alarm in the official mind. 
It is not our business to prove to them that all such anxiety is ground- 
legs. 

From Bombay we learn that a new dock will shortly be opened, the 
property of the well-known firm of Messrs. Sassoon and Co., of Bom- 
bay, London, China, &c., merchants, the construction of which was 
contemplated some time after the negotiations for a pier had failed, 
and was at firat intended for vessels drawing fifteen feet of water, owing 
to the chief trade of Bombay at that time being carried on by a class of 
vessels averaging less than fifteen feet. The name of the above firm 
stands first in Bombay for improvements made at that port, and the 
work now under notice is by no means the least of those which they 
have executed. It measures 632 feet in length, with a breadth at one 
end of 261 feet and 181 at the other (this difference is due to the en- 
trance channel). The entrance gates measure 40 feet in the clear. The 
depth of water over the lock-sill is at—

The area is 3 and 2-5 acres, and the length of wharfage is 1,630 feet, 
which will afford outside berths to five vessels of from 1,000 to 1,500 
tons. Adjoining the dock several godowns have been erected, also a 
row of native dwellings to afford accommodation to those engaged on 
the works. 

Mr. Rosert Rew, M.P..—We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Robert Reid, who was for many years resident partner in the firm of 
Birley, Worthington, and Co., Shanghai. Last year Mr. Reid was 
returned for the Kirkcaldy Burghs in the Liberal interest. He was 
a barrister of the Middle Temple. His death at the age of forty- 
four is regretted by a large number of friends, for no one knew Robert 
Reid without respecting his high moral character. His brother, Mr. 
David Reid, is still in business in the China trade. 

The Messageries Maritimes steamer Amazone, with the present in- 
ward mails, arrived at Marseilles on the Ist inst. She brings 150 pas- 
sengers, and a general cargo, including 209 bales of silk, 511 packages 
of tea, 169 packages of straw plait, 334 of sundries, and specie to the 
value of £27,185 for London, which part of her cargo will be forwarded 
to its destination per company’s steamer Euphrates, due in London on 
or about the 13th inst. 

The United Service Gazette announces that the Chinese Government 
have applied through the regular diplomatic channel for the admission 
into the English Navy of a number of Chinese cadets.

Gama, Captain J. F. Rice, arrived at San Francisco, from Yokohama’ 8th 
March, on the 28th ult.

The Manchester Market has been practically closed, owing to 
the Easter Holidays, and though a holiday feeling still prevails, 
the tone of the market is very firm, with a decided tendency to- 
wards dearer prices, and confidence is given by rather better ad- 
vices from China. Common makes of 7 lb. and 8} lb. Shirtings 
and common T-cloths are more freely inquired for, full quota- 
tions being paid, and in some cases producers are unwilling to do 
business except at an advance of three half-pence per piece. 


During the week ending the 27th ult. there were delivered 
from the bonded warehouses in London 1 ,907,1091b. of tea for 
home consumption ; 614,602lb. were removed coastwise, 478,701 1b. 
were exported, 163, 883ib. were sent coastwise for export, and 
2,496lb. were taken for ships’ stores. The duty paid during the 
week was £37,678. 


Meetings of the Tea Importers and Dealers have been held 
during the past few days, but there are atill points of difference 
which prevent a complete settlement of the question.

JURISDICTION OVER BRITISH SUBJECTS IN 
CHINA. 


Sir EpmMunpD Hornpy, Chief Judge of the Supreme 
Court at Shanghai, has given a most important decision 
with respect to the nature and bearing of the ex-territorial 
jurisdiction under which British subjects live by virtue of 
the treaties in all parts of China. The decision in ques- 
tion entirely overthrows the practice hitherto existing, 
and makes it optional whether Chinese suitors accept the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Supreme and Provincial 
Courts in China in cases in which British subjects are 
defendants, or demand that such cases shall be tried before 
a mixed tribunal, consisting of either the Consul or one of 
the judges, and a Chinese mandarin. The case in which 
the decision was given arose from a collision which took 

lace between the British steamer Kwangtung and a 

hinese junk called the Kiw+tsat. In consequence of this 
accident a claim for compensation was instituted by the 
junk owners at Foochow, and the case was heard at that 
port before a Mixed Court, consisting of H.B.M. Consul 
and the Chinese Taoutai. The result of this hearing 
was adverse to the owners of the steamer, damages to 
the amount of $1,871 being awarded. From this the 
defendants sought to appeal, and last mail’s papers 
bring us the report of the motion before Sir EDMUND 
Horney for a new trial. To the astonishment of the 
parties making the application, and of the general public, 
who have hitherto been led to believe in a very different 
construction of the treaty, Sir EpMUND Hornby has up- 
held the constitution of the Court at Foochow, upon the 
broad ground that ‘Chinese litigants have the right to in- 
“ voke the seventeenth clause of the treaty of Tientsin and 
‘‘ insist on any matters of difference between them being 
‘‘ decided in accordance with such clause,” and that under 
that clause “they can go and lay their case before the 
“‘ Consul, who will call on the Taoutai to decide it accord- 
‘‘ ing to the treaty.” This, be it noted, is in reference to 
Chinese in the position of plaintiffs seeking a decision bind- 
ing upon a British defendant. Hitherto cases in which 
Chinese were defendants have been heard before a Mixed 
Court, but this is the first time when it has been held that 
in cases where British subjects are the defendants the 
Chinese have any other recourse than to British law, to 
which British subjects are alone amenable in China. 
It would be idle to deny that the seventeenth clause of 
the Tientsin Treaty, like most of the clauses in that 
marvellous instrument, is ambiguous. It runs as 
follows :—“ If a Chinese subject have reason to complain 
“of a British subject, the Consul shall listen to his com- 
i piaint, and endeavour to settle it in a friendly manner. 
‘“‘ If disputes take place of such a nature that the Consul 
‘“‘ cannot arrange them amicably, then he shall request the 
‘“‘ assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they may 
“ together examine into the merits of the case and decide 
“it equitably.” This taken alone is certainly not a very 
clear clause, but it has to be taken in conjunction with the 
other clauses on the same subject, and it immediately fol- 
lows a provision that British and Chinese subjects are, as 
to criminal matters, amenable to their own laws respec- 
tively—or, in other words, a distinct recognition of the 
principle of exterritoriality. Read in connection with the 
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other clauses, and in the light thrown upon it by lengthened 
practice—that is, of no less than eighteen years, from 1842, 
when the Nankin Treaty was concluded, to 1860, when 
the Tientsin Treaty came into force—no doubt was enter- 
tained that under the Tientsin Treaty in cases where 
British subjects were defendants the Consulin former days 
and the Supreme Court, after that tribunal was established, 
had exclusive jurisdiction. Numbers of cases have been 
heard before Sir Epmunp Horney himself in which 
Chinese were plaintiffs, and which were of such a char- 
acter that there can be no question that had the Chinese 
plaintiffs been aware that the aid of their own authorities 
could be sought they would have called it in. A singular 
omission, therefore, appears to have been made in allow- 
ing all these cases to go on without letting one side know 
their full rights in the matter. 

If Sir EpmMunD Hornby is right in his present view, it 
would certainly appear that he ought to have announced 
it long ago. But the long period during which cases have 
been decided upon a different basis—now over thirty-four 
years, that is, since the Nankin Treaty—seems conclusive 
against a sudden and unexpected reversal of the established 
order of procedure. Sir EDMUND HorNBY, in his judgment 
refusing the motion for a new trial, states very truly that 
the question is not affected by the Order in Council of 
1865 constituting the Supreme Court ; but we must say 
that we attach great importance to the remark of Mr. 
WAINEWRIGHT, counsel for the appellants, to the effect 
that “it does not lie upon the officials working under the 
‘“ instructions of Parliament, and that order to say, ‘ You 
“ ¢have done something in giving us this order, that we, 
“ ¢taking into consideration a certain treaty that existed 
‘ ¢before the order was made, think is inconsistent.’” 
No doubt the matter is a question of jurisdiction, and 
not of procedure, and is consequently governed by the 
Treaty and not the Order in Council; but the Crown, 
acting under the advice of its responsible law officers, is 
surely the proper source for deciding the extent of the 


jurisdiction conferred by the Treaty—and the whole 


terms of the Order in Council certainly show that the 


basis upon which it is framed is that exclusive juris- 


diction has been given up to us by the treaty in all 
cases in which British subjects are defendants. The fact 


that the suit in question arose from a collision, cannot 
really affect this point. The case was admitted by Sir 


EDMUND Horny to resolve itself into a claim for damages 


against a British subject, and hedid not hesitate to uphold 
the constitution of the Court at Foochow upon this broad 
basis. The ruling will have the effect of entirely over- 
throwing the order of things, which has hitherto existed, 
and it is most important that the subject should be taken 
into the consideration of the law officers of the Crown, so 
that at least some definite understanding may be arrived 
at. If Sir EobMUND HoRNBY’S decision is correct, we are 
forced to the conclusion that exterritoriality cannot be 


claimed by British subjects when defendants in civil suits 


brought by Chinese, and consequently, in dealing with the 


natives, we can have no idea of what law we are acting 
under—as aman must be wise indeed who can predict 
the decision of a Mixed Court. Ifthe decision is founded 


upon a misconception, the sooner this is authoritatively de- 


clared the better, as nothing but distrust and confusion can 


result from any doubt upon a point having so important a 


bearing upon our commercial relations with the Chinese. 








LABUAN AND BORNEO. 

THE Labuan coal mines, we understand, are at last likely 
to be a success. It would appear that the new company 
is composed of men who knew how to wait the result of 
labour and engineering skill. They bestow as much atten- 
tion to the permanent working of the mines as their pre- 
decessors have to surface workings and an immediate show. 
This we need hardly say is the right way to go to work with 
mines. We believe that in two or three months a suppl 
will be obtained which can be kept up steadily, and to faci- 
litate the loading of vessels a line of rails is in construction 
to convey the coal to Victoria Harbour, where 22 feet can be 
obtained at low water. We think that with a full yield 
of coal, trade generally with Labuan and Borneo will re- 
ceive 4 vast impetus, and the reports which we lately pub- 
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he has not been idle in arriving at this. We don't know 
what advice Sir HENRY—who is now in London on leave 
—may give to Lord CARNARVON on the suggestion to 
annex the colony to the Straits, but the whole fi fo of 
our experience is that it will be better not. We should 
like to see Sir HENRY have a little more scope given him 
to increase our trade with Borneo and Sooloo in recom- 
mending Consular agents in different ports. So long as 
our representative is confined to Bruni we cannot expect 
to develop trade. Sarawak is of course well looked 
after, and British trade fostered by Rajah Brooke, but 
we think it a mistake not to have sent there a successor 
to Mr. MaRTEN, the last Vice-Consul. The English flag 
having been once hoisted, should have remained. 


AT a meeting of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel it was resolved that £200 per annum be oe 
towards the support of one or more chaplains at Hankow, 
the English residents guaranteeing £300 per annum to the 
society for the ministry of such chaplains to themselves, 
the chaplains to devote a portion of their time to mission- 
ary work. 





CAPTAIN VON EISENDECKER, who has been appointed 
Minister-Resident and Consul-General in Japan, hid ar- 
rived at Berlin trom Washington, where he has hitherto 
filled the post of Naval Attaché at the German Legation. 


TEA DEALERS AND TEA DRINKERS. 
(TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

Sir,—It is perfectly true that the bulk of the finest China congou finds 
its way directly or indirectly to Russia, the reason being not only the 
manner the bovorage is propnred in that country, but alsu because under 
the mixing system of our retailers, consumption runs on medium teas, 
to which an artificial flavour is imported by the use of some Indian tea, 
green tea, and Oolong or scented teas, according to the educated taste 
of different localities. This mixing is partly resurted to by the retailers 
to counteract the irregularity of the quality of crops, which their cus- 
tomers would not otherwise make due allowances for, in spite of the wis- 
dom their champion claims for them, although tea nevertheless is sub- 
ject to this variation of season the same as other products, and partly 
also because this mixing has an advantage to the grocer of obtaining a 
profit which has already been described by “Tea Drinker,” and which 
‘Tea Dealer” has not attempted to refute. 

To imagine that genuine unmixed tea is not within the reach of 
every housekeeper, who is willing to pay for it, is absurd, and if the 
family grocer will not supply it, there are few well-to-do tea drinkers, 
I should think, but who have some friends in one branch or other of 
the London market, who would procure it for them, if only they are 
willing to lay in afew months’ stuck at atime, by purchasing an 
original package as imported, and by this plan, for 3s. per lb., a quality 
would be obtainable very little of which finds its way into the grocer’s 
best “canister ;” or if any enterprising individual would open an es- 
tablishment for the sale of original packages or bond fide unmixed tea 

(not such as has yet been advertised), he would deserve well of the 
community, for although his profits might not be as large per pound 
as by mixing, the encouragement he would soon meet with would, I 
am convinced, insure him rapid success. The development of this tea 
trade on a sound basis has a deeper importance than mere selfish 
motives, as it would thus become the most powerful rival of the gin 
palace, and consequently an antagonist to vice and crime, for a cup of 
artificially-flavoured tea no more possesses the “cheering” properties 
of the genuine imported article than do the injurious decoctions sold 
as wines and spirits at many railway stations, restaurants, and taverns 
produce the effect the articles they are sold to represent are intended 
to impart.—Apologising for the length of my letter, I am, Sir, your

Sir,— Will you allow one principally engaged in the Russian tea 
trade, and, therefore, unbiassed in his opinion, to make the following 
remarks in elucidation of the question raised by your correspondent, 
“Tea Drinker ?”’ 

The quotation from the London and China Telegraph admits of the 
following easy refutation. The paragraph in question referred solely 
to the fine, highly aromatic, and delicate teas grown in Northern China, 
representing at the moat a total of three to three and a-half millions of 
pounds, against which the English consumer gets about an equal quan- 
tity of fine tea grown in the South of China ; and, further, eight to 
ten millions of very fine teas from India, these latter being principally 
appreciated for combining fine aroma with great strength, the prices 
for the finest of these ranging from 10 to 30 per cent. higher than 
any of the finest Russian purc in China. 

Bat even this statement hardly touches the main question (more 
positively put in your leading article of Saturday last—why the pri- 
vate consumer is unable to buy those fine qualities of tea so highly 
esteemed in Russia. 

The answer is to be found in the different mode the tea-leaf is con- 
sumed in the two countries, so that what is considered a luxury in one 

case is positively objected to in the other. This difference of taste, 
though perhaps more marked in tea, is found asserting iteelf in many 
other luxuries of the palate. In England, strong and heavy wines form 
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lished from Sir Henry BULWER, the Governor, show that | the leading consumption. Of French wines, fine, full Burguodies find 
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a far easier appreciation than superlative Bordeaux ; of Rhenish wines 
the consumption here is very limited, and the only Rhine wines con- 
sidered suitable to the wealthy English buyers are those combining 
body with flavour. In Russia, on the contrary, fine flavoured though 
pane French and Rhenish wines are mostly if not exclusively con- 
sumed. 

Again, the delicate Turkish tobacco finds a readier and larger sale in 
Ruscia than in England. So also body and strength combined with 
flavour are the great desideratum of the English tea consumer. The 
Russian has a positive aversion to the dark-looking decoction called tea 
in England. He, on the contrary, stews the tea-leaves, makes a kind of 
essence of tea, which he dilutes with hot water till it is the colour of a 
very light sherry, and in that form enjoys his glass of tea, with an ad- 
dition of sugar and aslice of lemon. This beverage, when made of 
really fine tea, has 1 very agreeable and delicate aroma, but I fancy but 
few, if any, “ tea-drinkers’’ in England could be found to appreciate it. 

It is, perhaps, beyond the scope of my letter if I add that the very 
unfavourable inferences as regards the “ wholesale and retail trade” 
which “Tea Drinker” draws from unsound premises are to my posi- 
tive knowledge unjust, and that at no period since tea drinking became 
an institution in these islands has the consumer, be he poor or rich, 
been able to get better value for his money, and, further, that by pay- 
ing a fair price a tea sufficiently good to satisfy even a good judge of 
tea (always from the English view of tea drinking) can be bought at 
many, if not moat, of the teashops and TB.

Sir,— With all deference to the opinions of your three correspondents 
of Friday last who addressed you on the quality of tea consumed in 
this country, I feel sure that the general public is perguaded that what 
it obtains at 23a. 8d. to 4s. per lb. is uf superior quality and the finest 
tea grown, whereas that is far from being the fact. These descriptions 
could very well be laid down here from China at from 1s. 8d. to 2s. 8d. 
per lb., and sold here, duty paid and including a large profit, at the 
above rates of 2s. 8d. and 4s. perlb. What is given, however, to the 
general public consists chiefly of a clever mixture, com mostly of 
common to fair Congou, costing from 10d. to 15d. per lb., and a small 
portion of Assam, or stout, superior China tea, and occasionally with a 
sprinkling of scented caper or orange Pekoe, or ‘ new make” (mani- 
pulated at the southern porta of China) added. No wonder, then, 
that the wholesale tea trade is by far the wealthiest of all trades, and 
the retailer is enabled to make tea the milk-cow of his business, much 
to the injury of the national stomach, for there cannot be a doubt that 
many of the mixtures recommended to the confiding public as “ Our 
matchless Kysow,” or “ Finest Moning,” are as much deserving the 
appellation of “ fiendish” as was the milk (so-called) of former days. 
We cannot look for a remedy until a powerful co-operative company 
that will buy or import and supply the country with the best of

Numerous other letters—some extending to great length —appear in 
The Times. Messrs. Rowley and Davies state that they have bought 
this season several chops of tea at and a little over 2s., which are equal 
in every respect to other chops sold in London for the Russian market 
at 8d. to 10d. per pound more money. They have had them compared 
and tested again and again by sume of the best judges in London, aud 
these high-cost parcels cuuld not be picked ovt from the others. This 
startling statement was frequently verified by competent and disinter- 
ested judges, and they are still perfectly ready to convince any sceptic 
of it accuracy. Under these circumstances, there can be no advantage in 
paying “fancy prices” fur a shadow when we can get the substance at so 
much less money. “Tea Drinker,” the writer of the letter which originated 
the controversy, replies to these statements as follows :—Messra. Rowley 
and Davies make what they truly call the “ startling statement” that the 
fancy-priced teas which the Russians buy are in no way superior to the 
teas sold for English use at much lower rates. Such a statement sup- 
plies its own refutation ; and if itis true that some of the “ best judges 
in London” cannot tell the difference between teas costing 2s. 6d., or 
3s. per lb, and those costing under 2s., all I can say is so much the 
worse for the judges. A little deeper inquiry would, I doubt not, serve 
to convince Messrs. Rowley and Davies that their pity for the ignorance 
of Russian tea buyers is thrown away, and that it would be more appro- 
priately bestowed nearer home, 


THE OUTBREAK OF CONVICTS AT SINGAPORE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ HOUR.” 

Srz,—In your paper of this day, under the heading, “The Outbreak of 
Convicts at Singapore,” copied from the Madras Times, I find the fol- 
lowing :—“ There is a system in this small colony (Singapore) which I 
suppose is unknown elsewhere in the East. There is the mercantile com- 
munity, which one may say is the preponderating element in these 
Settlements, and the Government have picked out from them a large 
number of justices of the peace and visiting justices. These gentlemen 
are, no doubt, talented men, cute at making adollar, well up in all the 
fluctuations of the market, know how gambier and pepper are likely to 
be to-morrow, aud how tin and gutta may be the day after, and so on; 
who know how to haggle with the Chinese and Malay traders for a 
cent. or an eighth, and try and meet native cunning with European 
finesse and are considered clever, sharp, shrewd men. But these same 
men are not adapted for all work. The visiting justices have a wonder- 
ful deal to do with the prison ; they overrule the superintendent, and 
this official, on whom is all the responsibility, finds his hands tied by 
those who are mere overlookers, and who take no share of the burden.” 

Thanking the writer for his complimentary notice of my brother 
merchants, which, at any rate, shows them to be able to form a fair 
judgment of native character, I utterly repudiate his accusations 
against the visiting magistrates, not only as unfair, but untrue, 
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I was chairman of the board for two years, 1872 and 1873, and, there- 
fore, write with some authority. 

1. The visiting justices are not all merchants. Out of twenty-five, 
including the chairman, I find eight officials, the treasurer, the auditor- 
general, the assistant colonial secretary, two police magistrates, the 
superintendent of police, the postmaster, the master atttendant, and 
besides three Chinese of good standing. 

2. The visiting justices do not make the laws, nor draw up the regu- 
lations which govern the gaol. 

3. My experience is that the superindendent obtaine] more support 
from the non-otficials than from the officiuls. It was the non-officials 
who obtaine:} an increased number of warders at increased pay, and 
who urged that the warders should be armed. During my tims of 
office any complaint made to me by the superintendent or, in his ab- 
sence, by the senior warder, was always forwarde:t to the Government, 
with such remarks as I considere l necessary ; and my sucvessor, the 
hon. Mr. Scott, M.L.C., has, I know, acted upon the same principle. 

It is, therefore, manifestly unfair to lay any portion of tho blame of 
the late outbreak on the mercantile visiting justices, As to thirty 
stripes of the rattan, andl thirty days’ solitary cell on rice an-l water not 
being a deterrent, this is a matter of opinion, A convict who had tried 
both declared, befure me, that he would rather receive one hundred 
lashes with the cat-o’-nine-tails than two dozen stripes with the rattan, 
and [ believe him. Should any seceptie doubt, let him try. —Your 
obedient servant.

General Sir J. Cheape, R.E., died a few days since, at the age of 
eighty-three years. The deccased officer was educated at Woolwich 
and Addiscombe, and entered the Hon, East India Company’s Bengal 
Engineers in 1809. He served with the forces under Lord Hastings in 
the Pindaree War of 1515-16 ; was present at the sieges of Dhamonnee 
and Mundela, and served with the Nerbudda field force under General 
Adams in 1817, and under General Doveton and Sir John Malcolm in 
1818. He served throughout the Burmese war of 1824-26, the Punjab 
campaign of 1848-49, and was chief engineer at the siege and capture 
of Mooltan and battle of Goojerat. He was second in command to 
General Godwin in the Burmese war of 1852-53, and commanded the 
expedition which captured Donaben, and was appointed to the com- 
mand of the entire force on departure of General Godwin. He became 
lieutenant-colonel, 1834, colonel 1844, major-general 1854, lieutenant- 
general 1859, and general 1866 ; and in 1862 was made colonel-com- 
mandant of the Royal Engineers, 

Colonel Sir Henry Atwell Lake, whom Her Majesty has nominateda 
K.C.B., in recognition of his services, is the fourth son of Sir James 
Samuel William Lake, the fourth baronet, by Maria, daughter of Mr. 
Samuel Turner. He was born about the year 1809, entered the Madras 
Engincers in 1826, and saw active service in India. His name was 
brought prominently before the public in 1865, along with that of Sir 
William Fenwick Williams, in connection with the defence of Kars, 
for which he was made a Cumpanion of the Bath and transferred to 
Her Majesty's Army, in which he ruse to the rank of Colonel of the 
93rd Foot. 

We learn from the West Indian station that Commodore Algernon 
M’ L. Lyons arrived out in the Nile on March 8. Commodore de Horsey 
struck his pennant on board the Aboukir on the 11th, and left by the 
Elbe fur England. The Bellerophon, flagship of Vice-Admiral Wellesley, 
and the Argus left on the 9th for Havannah and Bermuda. A court- 
martial has been held on Commodore Lloyd and the Navigating Sub- 
Lieutenant Henderson, for allowing the Bullfinch to touch ground at 
Port Royal. Lloyd was acquitted and Henderson reprimanded. 

The death is recorded of Rear-Admiral Henry Need, who served in 
the Druid, 44, in the operations of May, 1841, against Canton, and in 
the boats of the Harlequin, in a severe encounter with pirates on the 
coast of Sumatra in 1844. 
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Owing to the Easter Holidays but little business has been 
transacted in the Produce Markets during the past week.

SILK. 

The Silk Market continues in an unsatisfactory state, there being 
very little demand for any description of Silk ; prices are irregular, 
but generally in favour of buyers. Deliveries from Ist tu 31st ult. in- 
elusive :—China 3,061, Canton 445, Japan 435, total, 3,991 bales. 

Messra. Durant and Co.’s Circular says :—We have had a quiet 
month in Silk. This is trying and disappointing, but the weather has 
been unfavourable, and the holidays may also have interfered with the 
development of the trade in manufactured goods. It may be, too, 
that the recollection of the unfortunate resulta of the speculative 
movements in March of last year has not been altogether without an 
influence, so that with large figures in stocks we have been left entirely 
to the daily requirements of consumers, and although all looms and 
mills are going full time this has not been sufficient to prevent a feel- 
ing of dulness and in some few cases almost impatience. Still prices 
have been fairly supported, and it has not escaped the notice of some 
holders that the present ungenial weather may have some effect upon 
the coming European crop—at least in making it a late instead of an 
early crop, and this is generally attended with more or less risk. 











CampHor.—About 500 cases China have been sold at £3 103. per cwt., 
showing a slight decline. 

Correk.—The market was re-opened yesterday with a firm tone, and 
the small supplies brought to public sale were taken off with a fairly 
spirited competition, prices ruling fully up to market value prior to the 
holidays. In some instances even rather dearer rates were obtained. 

Gatuts.—China have been in rather better demand, and some 300 
cases have been sold at 533. per cwt. for good unworked.

CASUALTIES. 
The British steamer Hampton, MacMoutry, from Batavia, with to- 


' bacco and coffee, got on shore, March 27, outside the Hinderbank of 


Goeree, in a dangerous place ; later advices, however, state that the 
vessel floated on the following morning, having discharged a great deal 
of cargo ; three steamtugs were in attendance. 

The B.R.H., Prins, from Java to Rotterdam, has arrived at Brou- 
wershayen, with part of cargo jettisoned ; she was struck by a heavy 
sea, and had experienced bad weather ; cargo damaged. 

The Ernestine, of Amsterdam, Jolly, from Sunderland to Macassar, 
went ashore on Haisbro sand, Yarmouth, and became leaky, but after 
having jettisoned 700 tons cargo she was assisted off and towed into 
Yarmouth Roads. 

On the 27th ult. as the ship Birdston, Captain Hunter, of Millport, 
was being towed past the Cumbraes, on her way to Singapore, she came 
into collision with the tug, breaking her funnel and paddle box. The 
jibboom and martingale of, the Birdston were also broken ; she was 
taken back to Balloch Bay for repairs. 

Advices from Aden, March 15, state that the Thomas Bayne, hence 
for Bassein, stranded near Rakudeb, on the African coast, March 9. 
Next day the master and crew abandoned her, and arrived at Aden on 
the 14th March; they report that the vessel had ten feet of water 
round her at low water, but no water in her. A number of natives 
came round the ship, but did not aitempt to molest the crew, but 
offered their services. The Kwantung was at once despatched to see if 
anything could be done to save the vessel, the master of the Thomas 
Bayne going with her. 

The Eliza Shaw, from London for Shanghai (coal), is reported by tele- 
gram as having put into Rio Janeiro, to repair damages caused by 
collision with a vessel, supposed French barque, in lat. 4 N. long. 27 W. 

Telegraphic advices from Ilo Ilo, March 19, report that the William 
Woodbury had been in collision with the Benledi (str.) ; damage appa- 
rently slight.

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HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION. 


NINETEENTH REPORT of the Court of Directors to the ordinary YEARLY GENERAL MEETING of 

SHAREHOLDERS, held at the CITY HALL, HONG KONG, on THURSDAY, Feb. 18, 1875. 

To the Proprietors of the Hona Kone anD SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION, 

GENTLEMEN,—The Directors have now to submit to you a general Statement of the affairs of the Corporation, and balance- 
sheet for the half-year ending 31st December last. 

The net profits for that period, including $7,042.19 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges and deducting 
interest paid and due, amount to $119,785.42, of which, after taking out Rebate on Bills not yet due, and Remuneration to 
Directors, there remains a balance of $109,059.44. The Directors again regret that they cannot recommend the payment of an 
Dividend to the Shareholders. The general working of the Bank during the half-year has been unsatisfactory, and, niteitistand- 
ing the profit derived from the Chinese Imperial Government Loan, the profits are dag Ses od small. The losses and amounts 
written off require $106,000 of the Profits, together with the $275,000 of the Reserve Fund mentioned in last Report, and a fur- 
ther sum of $400,000 from the same account. The Reserve Fund will thus stand at $100,000, and there will be a balance of Profit 
of $3,059.44 to be carried to the credit of New Account. . 

The poor result of the half-year’s working is attributable to the bad state of trade in the East ; business Genereny has yielded 
but little profit, and that in Exchange has proved no exception. The demand for advances has been small and the interest obtain- 
able on them consequently low, while the interest paid by the Bank on deposits has been heavy. These deposits are now larger 
than they ever were, notwithstanding that, more than six months ago, the Directors resolved to receive none at a higher rate of 
interest than 5 per cent. per annum. 

The amount now set aside is required as follows :—For London Accounts, $160,000 ; for Sterling Bills, $80,000 ; for Head Office 
Accounts, $180,000 ; for Sundry Accounts, $86,000 ; total, $506,000. 

The $275,000, referred to in the last Report, has been required, as articipated by the Chairman at last Meeting, chiefly by the 
Indo-Chinese Sugar Company’s account and transactions connected therewith. The Company’s estate now stands in the Bank’s 
books at half the value the Bank’s Special Agent has placed upon it. The Directors purpose to realise the property with all 
despatch, and steps have been already taken to that end. 

The amount placed against London losses is required on account of transactions entered into prior to the present half-year. 
Although these transactions were known to the Directors at the date of the previous Meeting, they had no reason, from the 
information then in their possession, to look upon them as bad. Subsequent advices, however, showed that a considerable amount 
had to be provided for them, which has now been done. 

The Directors at the last Meeting had hoped to recoup the Bank a portion of the amount then set aside for London losses 
from Mr. Vacher, the London Manager at that time, as they believed he was possessed of considerable means, but he is unable to 
meet his own indebtedness (unwarrantably incurred) to the Bank, and although the Directors have obtained from him an assign- 
ment of his available property, they have to provide for a loss on his account. Mr. Vacher is no longer in the Bank’s service. 

The losses on Sterling Bills are chiefly due to purchases made previous to the half-year, and are now provided for. 

The amount placed against “‘ Head Office Accounts ” is required for writing off considerable amounts from the value, in the 
Bank’s books of the Sugar Refinery, the Pier mada aya provera) and other items, and for deficiencies on current advances during 
the half-year, securities of all kinds having depreciated greatly in value. 

The sum placed against “Sundry accounts” is required mostly to meet losses on advances made at some of the Branches pre- 
vious to the half year. 

Referring to their last report and to the expectations there expressed as to the extent of possible future losses, the Directors 
greatly regret that their anticipations should have turned out much too sanguine. They cannot, however, close this report without 
pointing out, ihat, although they have been compelled to lay before the Shareholders two successive unfavourable Statements of 
accounts, the gener:] business and position of the Bank continue sound. 

LOCAL COMMITTEE IN LONDON. 

The Directors, under authority of Article 144 of the Deed of Settlement, have now resolved to take immediate steps to appoint 

a Local Committee in London to supervise the transactions of that Branch. 
INSPECTION. 
Mr. David McLean has been appointed to make a special tour of inspection of the Bank, and will be here shortly, but it will be 
at least two months before he can hand the Directors his Report. 
MARINE INSURANCE ACCOUNT. 
The Balance of this account now amounts to $33,981.06,—no losses have been sustained during the half-year. 
DIRECTORS. 

Mr. Thomas Pyke resigned his seat at the Board, in comformity with the notice he gave at the last General Meeting. Messrs, 
R. Rowett and S. D. Sassoon also resigned their seats at the Board, on leaving the Colony ; Mr. F. D. Sassoon has been appointed 
in room of the latter gentleman. 

Mr. Adolph Andre has been appointed Chairman of the Corporation for;the year 1875, vice Wm. H. Forbes, whose term of 
office now expires, and Mr. A. F. Heard has been elected Deputy Chairman. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Deed of Settlement, two Members of the Court, Mesasra. Adolf Andre and A. F. 
Heard, retire from the direction, but they are eligible for ects oan offer themselves accordingly. | 

The accounts have been audited by the Honourable Phineas Ryrie and Mr. F. W. Mitchell, and the Directors have pleasure 
in recommending the re-election of these gentlemen as Auditors for the year 1875.
